Hersch, insurance man, who are on trial 
cn charges ‘of. arson. 

red Leist, who has an.express pusi- 
ness at 708 North Ninth street. testi- 
fied to hauling the cases from the Sec- 
cud street place to his establishment, 
where they were kept several days. 
Then, he said, Baker called and had the 
cases removed by another hauling 
firm. 

Handled Cases Carefully. - 

Carl Weigert, a teamster employed by 
Leist, testified that he met Baker, by 
appointment, at the Second street place 
and took the cases, which he hauled to 
Leist’s place. He said Baker told him 
the cases contained pickles, and must be 
handled carefully. During Weigert's 
testimony, Baker was seen sitting in the 
rear of the courtroom, and at the de- 
mand of one of the counsel for the ac- 
cused mere, he was required to teave.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 13.—Ad- 
vices: received -at department head- 
quarters today state that American 
forces have had en encounter with 
either Mexican military. forces or the 
civilian population of Parral. 

The report comes to Gen. Funston 
from American’ Consul Letcher. 

Gen. Luis Gutierrez, commanding the 


forces in Chihuahua, reported to Letch- 
er that a detachment of the American 
forces had marched into Parral without 
having announced their coming and that 
the surprised populace and garrison had 
met them with a rifle fire that was re- 
turned by the Americans. He charac- 
terized it as an “exchange of shots’’ 
and made no mention of casualties. 
Gen. Funston assumed that the de- 
tachment of Americans was a force of 
149 men of the Thirteenth Cavalry that 


is operating in that territory under Ma’ 


Tompkins. He discredited the Suge 
tion that the officer commandin 
American force had any intention o: O6c- 
cupying Parral_and believed it likely 
that he had intended merely to march 
his men through the city. Gen. Gutier- 
rez appeared surprised, according to the 
information reaching here, that any of 
the Americans were that far south,

of March, indicates with all clear-.

is now complete and in vigor, and 
the reciprocal privilege previous- 
ly mentioned may be exercised 
by each Government without fu- 
ture interchange of ideas.’ 

“It was considered right to send 
on Mexican territory an expedi- 
tion. which has been called pun- 
itive, with the object of pursuing 
and chastising Villa and his party 
of outlaws, and the expedition 
was sent some days after th» 
wrongdoers had returned to Mea- 
ican territory. 

“On the seventeenth day of 
March the Mexican Government 
sent a note to the American Gov- 
ernment, through our confiden- 
tial agent in Washington, Licen- 
clado Eliseo Arredondo, stating 
that the Mexican Government had 
reliable information that without 
the knowledge or the advice of 
the nearest civil and _ political 
authorities and without sending 
any communication on the part of 
the American Government, a 80- 
called punitive expedition had 
passed through Palomas with the 
object of pursuing Villa and his 
party. 


“Note Wrongly Interpreted.” 
“As a consequence the said con- 


fidential agent was instructed to 
call the attention of the United 
States Government to the _ fact 
that it was giving an incorrect 
interpretation to the text of the 
note of March 10, and that the 
Government of Mexico was dis- 
posed to sustain its proposal re- 
garding the reciprocal passage of 
troops, but that an expedition 
could not be sent in the mean- 
time as the terms and conditions 
relative to the agreement were 
not defined. 

“This Government insisted in 
its note of March 17 that the re- 
ciprocal passage of troops would 
be permitted only if, unfortu- 
nately, from this time forward 
there should be repeated interrup- 
tions like the one registered at 
Columbus or of any other kind 
whatever at any point of the fron- 
tier line. 

“In the meantime, the Mexican 
Government, faithful to its proposal 
and with the intention of fulfilling 
strictly its compromise, began draw- 
ing up a project for the reciprocal 
passage of troops, whisch was pre- 
sented in full fourm to the United 
States Government under date of 
March 21, it being hoped that the 
terms and conditions established in 
the said agrcement would meet with 
approval. 

“The American Government 
through the medium of our confi- ° 
dential agent, communicated that in 
principle it accepted the agreement 
and was only studying the points in 
detail in @rder tu finish it. 

“So things went on until the 19th 
of March, when the Hon. James 
Lynn Rodgers presented a note to 
our Secretary begging that the cor- 
responding authorities in Chihua- 
hua should give the necessary in- 
structions to permit that some pro- 
visions be transported by the North- 
western Railroad for the American 
troops pursuing Villa and his party. 

Mexican Government Surprised. 

“On the same date the Mexican 
Government answered the note, 
manifesting surprise.that without 
any official advices whatever on the 
part of the United States Govern- 
ment, American troops had crossed 
over into Mexican territory and 
were already in Casas Grandes, or 
its surroundings. 

“On. the 18th of March our con- 
fidential agent ir. Wasghington had 
an interview with one, Frank Polk, 
then Secretary to the State De- 
Rartment, and he expressed to our 
confidential agent that he deplored 
not having received the observa- 
tions of the Mexican Government 
before the passage of American 
forces over the border, and assured 
our agent that the passage of these 
troops took place in the best of faith 
and in the belief that it would not be

“These deciar sliend: made by the 
Hon. Mr. Polk, were confirmed in 
all their parts at a conference on 
March 23 between our confidential 
agent and Your Excellency, who 
stated also that he was sorry at hav- 
ing interpreted wrongly the contents 
of the said note in respect to the 
passage of troops and that they 
would not advance more to the south 
of the place where they then were. 

“On the 19th of March the Hon. 
Mr. Polk addressed a letter to our 
confidential agent in Washington 
ratifying in writing the conference 
held on the previous day and exp- 
pressing in a clear and conclusive 
manner that it was a motive for 
sincere lamentation that there had 
been a misreprésentation as to the 
attitude of the First Chief relating to 
the passage of United States troops 
over the/frontier in the pursuit of 
Villa and declaring that the State 
Department of the United States 
believed that our Government con- 
sented plainly to the arrangement 
proposed in its communication of 
March 10 from the then Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, Lincenciado Jesus 
Acuna, which arrangement was ac- 
cepted by the United States Govern- 
ment in its note of March 18. 

Cites President’s Declaration. 

“In a declaration which His Excel- 
lency, the Hon. President Wilson, 
made public March 2, he expressed 
himself in the fcllowing manner: 

“*as we have already announced, 
the expedition was ordered under an 
agreement with the de facto Govern- 
ment of Mexico ior the purpose only 
of capturing the bandit, Villa, whose 
forces have invaded the territory of 
the United States, and on no pretext 
whatever would we order an invasion 
of that republic or a violation of its 
sovereignty.’ 

‘That idea, published by His Excel- 
lency, President Wilson, was rectified 
on March 31 by a message sent to 
our confidential agent in Washing- 
ton, in which he was instructed to 
call your attention to the idea indi- 
cated, since the note of March 10 re- 
ferred to the reciproca! passage of 
troops only in case that incidents like 
those which occurred at Columbus 
should be repeated. 

“Lastly, on the 5th of the present 
month, your excellency, in delivering 
to our confidential agent a counter 
project of an agreement on the fe- 
ciprocal passage of troops to be pre- 
sented for the consideration of the 
Mexican Government, accompanied it 
with a note declaring that the Amer- 
ican Government trusted that the 
conditions contained in the said 
agreement would not apply to Amer- 
ican forces which actually found 
themselves in Mexican territory at 
that time in the pursuit of Vilia. 


Tells of Promise to Retire. 
‘Your excellency further assured us 


that in exercising that privilege of 
entering our territory those forces 
would confine their military opera- 
tions only to the object of the expe- 
dition and that they would retire ‘m- 
mediately afterward to their own 
country. 

“Your excellency 
your gratefulness to the Mexican 
Government for having, as you 
stated, reached a compact by means 
of which the United States forces 
had permission to pursue Villa and 
his party in Mexican territory, and 
stated that the American Govern- 
ment found itself disposed to re- 
spect the confidence shown it and 


also expressed 


‘that it would by no means violate 


abuse the

Mexico's sovereignty or 
privilege so generously 
granted it. 

‘‘Furthermore, the Hunorable Ses- 
retary of the State Department, Mr. 
Polk, in conference with »2ur confi- 
dential agent in Washington, de- 
clared that the Unéted States Gov- 
ernment had acted in ali good faith 
in sending its expedition into Mexico 
in pursuit of Villa, on the supposi- 
tion that tne note of March 10 con- 
tained a definite agreement; but that 
the American Government consented 
to let the expedition remain in Mex- 
ican territory only until detat!s of 
an agreement could be arranged. 


“In consequence of the facts 
previously expressed, as no final 
agreement has been reached as 
to the terms of a treaty to regu- 
late in general the _ reciprocal 
passage of troops over the di- 
viding line for the purpose of 
pursuing outlaws who may 
henceforth commit depredations 
in one or the other country, the 
Mexican Government judges it 
convenient to suspend for the 
present all discuésion or negotia- 
tions in this particular, founded 
on the circumstance that the ex- 
pedition sent by the United 
States Government to pursue 
Villa is without foundation in 
virtue of the non-existence of a 
previous agreement, formal and 
definite. 


“And as that expedition has 
fulfilled its object insofar ae it 
will be able to do, as the party 
headed*by Villa has already been 
dispersed, and finally because 
there are Mexican troops in suf- 
ficient numbers pursuing them 
and more forces are being sent to 
exterminate the rest of the beat- 
en party, the First Chief of the 
Constitutionalist Army, charged 
with the executive power ‘of the 
nation, considers that it is al- 
ready time to treat with the 


' United States Government for the 


withdrawal of their forees from 
our territory. 

“I take this opportunity to re- 
iterate to your excellency my 
very distinguished estimation 
and consideration.

Two detectives who went to Duquoin, 
Iil..

Last night police officials and citizens 
of Duquoin telephoned the St. Louis po- 
lice that two young men believed to an- 
swer the description@ of Ora and Frank 
Lewis were in hiding at St. Johns, a 
neighboring town. 

Detectives hurried to Duquoin and 
found five young men camping near the 
Illinois Central tracks at St. Johne.

WANTS A BUREAU 
HERE 10 EXPOSE 


Indianapolis Man Tells How 
Plan Has Worked in Other 
Cities. 


A St. Louis “Better Business Bureau” 
to guard against fraud and misrepre- 
sentation in local advertising is being 
advocated by H. J. Kenner of Indianap- 
olis, secretary of the National Vigilance 
Committee of the Associated Advertis- 
ing Clubs of the World, who spoke Tues- 
day before the Advertising Club of St. 
Louis and at noon yesterday bafore the 
Associated Retailers. 
The plan Kenner outlined, which is be- 
ing carried out in Kansas City, Des 
Moines, Minneapolis, IndianapeHs, Chi- 
cago and other cities, is for the A+¢so- 
ciated Retailers to subscribe to a fund 
to maintain an office and a paid secre- 
tary who shall investigate and repert 
upon every complaint of untruthful ad- 
vertising. Any facts found to indicate 
that an advertiser is practicing a fraud 
would then be given to publishers. 
The “Better Business Bureau” of St 
Louis, as well as of the other cities 
maintaining such bureaus, would report 
all cases of fraudulent advertising to 
the National Vigilance Committee, which 
is attempting to gather complete in- 
formation as to the truthfulness of ell 
large advertisers in order to supply the 
information free to newspapers and 
Magazines that want to guard their 
readers against frauds. 

Work Is Explained. 
The work of the National Vigilance 
Committee was explained in some detail 
by Secretary Kenner in an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter. The 
committee was placed on a permanent 
basis only last August and since that 
time has devoted its work mainly to 
the investigation of patent medicine ad- 
vertising. 
The committee goes into the open mar- 
ket and buys packages of the remedies 
advertised. These are analyzed by the 
chemists of the State Food and Drug 
Commission of Indiana. A statement of 
the ingredients and the manner in which 
they are compounded is then laid. be- 
fore medical experts who are asked the ir 
opinion as to the possibility of the reni- 
edy effecting the results claimed for it 
in the advertising. 
The facts are then laid before all 1n- 
terested publishers. Several hundred 
analyses have been made, Kenner said, 
with the result that gross misrepresen- 
tations have been found to have been 
made oy many medicine manufacturers. 
One tonic which has been widely ad- 
vertised recently in newspapers with 
the claims that it is a curative for near- 
ly every human ill, was tested and found 
to be nothing more than a tasty wine, 
containing a laxative. It was found 
to contain frodm 18 to 20 per cent alco- 
hol, which gave it a decidedly stimu- 
lating quality. Investigation of the tes- 
timonial of a man who claimed to have 
been cured by this remedy revealed that 
he gave his testimonial after having 
taken only one bottle, and that he was 
given another bottle free in return for 
his testimonial. 


Condition Became Worse. 
Subséquent observation proved that 2s 


the man continued ¢o0 take the medicine 
his condition became worse. Physicians 
said this was a reaction due to the large 
amount of alcoho] he“had been consum- 
ing. 
Kenner told of other investigations of 


FRAUDS IN “ADS” 
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testimonials in which extravagant 
claims were made. It was found in 
nearly every case, he said, that the tes- 
timonials were written by the repre- 
sentatives of the medicine company 
from a more or less vague statement 
of the customer and then signed by the 
customer. One woman whose published 
testimonial told of her having been 
cured of kidney trouble was found @ 
year later still taking the pills and com- 
plaining of the original pains. She ad- 
mitted she had never consulted a doc- 
tor and did not know whether she had 
kidney trouble. 

The medicines investigated by the 
committee and found to be short of the 
claims made for them include tonics, 
kidney pilis, remedies for rheumatism, 
cancer and tuberculosis; cold and grip 
remedies, headache tablets, catarrh 
remedies, indigestion cures, flesh build- 
ers and reducers and various “cure- 
alls.’* 

To Protect the Public. 

“Tt is our purpose,” Kenner said, “to 
iavestigate whether claims are truthful 
and to protect the public from injustice 
and fraud. We seek to develop greater 
public confidence in advertising by mak- 
ing all advertising trustworthy. We 
want the public to understand the great 
service value of advertising and if ‘t 
serves the public it must have integri- 
ei 

In his addresses here Kenner gave 
inany instances in which Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus have had a good effect in 
eliminating doubtful advertising meth- 
ods. He sald he believed that 90 per cent 
of the advertising is truthful, but that 
the other 10 per cent has a very dam- 
aging effect on that which is reliable. 
The results of the campaign of the As- 
sociated Advertising Clubs for truth in 
advertising have been very encouraying. 
he said.

French War Office Reports a Lull in Operations 
Near the Fortress— Progress Made by 


Garda Regiofi. 


PARIS, April 13.—Calm prevailed in, 
the whole region of Verdun last night, 
today’s official communication says. 
“Preparation was. made by the Ger- 
mans for an attack on Hill $04, but the 
attack was prevented by the French 
from being carried into effect. 

The German general attack on a 13- 
mile front on the left bank of the 


Meuse, which began on Sunday, is re- 
garded as having been beaten and the 
Germans have reverted to the previous 
relatively small alternate strokes 
against the French position on both 
sides of the river and to artillery opera- 
tions. When the remaining French pro- 
jections along Forges brook had been 
straightened out the Germans were able 
to engage the principal line west of the 
river from Avocourt by Hill No, 304 and 
Dead Man Hill to Cumieres. Only fron- 
tal attacks under difficulties were pos- 
sible, except at Dead Man Hill, where 
the Germans were able to attack 
through the ravines. They tried to force 
a passage between Dead Man Hill and 
Cumieres and to work around the south 
of the hill in order to envelop it. After 
two days of hard fighting this maneuver 
failed, and with it is believed to have 
collapsed the main idea of that particu- 
lay German attack. The small gain 
which the Germans made northeast of 
the hill is not regarded as of a nature 
to modify the situation. 

Gen. Petain is said to be quite satis- 
fied as long as the Germans go on losing 
three times as many men as the French 
for unimportant results, as he knows 
that he has ample reserves to rress a 
counter attack on a large scale when 


the opportune time comes and stocks of 
ammunition are practically inexhaust- 


ible.

with the array of evidence at hand, 
points to the conclusion that the Sussex 
was torpedoed. 

There is no disposition on the part of 
President Wilson and Secretary Lansing 
to enter into a debate of the submarine 
issue with Germany. It is declared that 
the principles contended for by the Unit- 
ed States in a series of notes have been 
made very clear, and that Germany has 
Heen sufficiently warned that further at- 
tacks in violation of international law 
would be considered . deliberately un- 
friendly acts. 

The possibility of a break in diplomat- 
ic relations with Germany, coupled with 
an exposition of the situation by the 
President, to Congress, is constantly in 
the foreground, but the President wa-

Reply to American Inquiry Says 


Bottom in Channel 


Ship Sent to. 
Was War Craft.— 


Destruction of Three Other 
Steamers Recounted.

BERLIN, April 13.—Germany's reply to 
the inquiries of the American Govern- 
ment regarding the steamers Sussex. 
Manchester Engineer, Englishman, Ber- 
windvale and Bagle Point, signed Oy 
Gottlieb von Jagow, the German Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, has been for- 
warded to Washington by Ambassador 
Gerard. 

The note denies that the Sussex was 
afficked vy a German submarine. The 
i stigation covering the Sussex cacxc, 
says the note, was extended to all ac- 
tions undertaken on March 24—the day 
of the Sussex disaster—in the channel 
between Wolkestone and Dieppe. One 
steamer was sunk, the commander cf 
the German submarine reaching the def- 
inits conclusion that it was a war Ves- 
sel. A sketch of this vessel, together 
with photographic reproduction with a 
picture of the steamer Sussex printed In 
the London Daily Graghic, were in- 
closed with the note, the difference in 
the fwo craft being indicated. 

The steamers Englishman and Eagle 
Point were sunk by German submarines 
after they had attempted to escape ani 
time was allowed for the withdrawal 
of those aboard. 

The steamer Berwindvale was possibiy 
sunk by a German submarine, while 
definite details with respect to the Man- 
chester Engineer are lacking and there- 
fore there has been no sufficient basis 
for investigation of this particular case. 

Text of Germany’s Reply. 

The following is the text of the Ger- 
man note, dated Apri: sw: 

“The undersigned has the Honor ‘to 
inform your excellency, Ambassador Ge- 
rard, in response to communications of 
the twenty-ninth and thirtieth ultimo 
and the third instant regarding the 
Engineer, 
Englishman, Berwindvale and Eagle 
Point that the mentioned cases in ac- 
cordance with our notes of the thirtieth 
and thirty-first ultimo and the fourth 
and fifth instant, have been subjected 
to careful investigation by the Admiral 
staff of the navy, which has led to the 
following results: 

“First—The English steamer Berwind- 
vale. A steamer which was possibly the 
Berwindvale, was encountered on the 
evening of March 16. in sight of Bull 
Rock light, on the Irish coast by a Ger- 
man submarine. The steamer, as soon 
as she noticed the. submarine, which 
was running unsubmerged, turned and 
steamed away. She was ordered to halt 


.by a warning shot. She paid no atter- 


tion, however, to this warning, but ex- 
tinguished all lights and attempted to 
escape. The vessel was then fired upon 
until halted, and without further orders, 
lowered several buats, After the crew 
entered the boats and received enough 
time to row away, the ship was sunk. 

“The name of this steamer was not 
established; it cannet be stated with 
assurance, even with the help of the 
details which were furnished by the 
/merican embassy, that the above de- 
scribed incident concerns the steamer 
Berwindvale. Since, however, the steam- 
er sunk was a tank steamer like the 
Berwindvale, the identity of the ship 
may be assumed. In this case, how~ 
ever, the statement made that the Ber~- 
windvale was torpedoed without warn- 
ing would conflict with the facts, 


Case of Steamer Englishman. 

“Second—The British steamer English- 
man. This steamer on March 2% was 
called upon to halt by a German subd- 
marine through two warning shots 
about 20 sea miles west of Islay (Hebri- 
des). The vessel proceeded, however, 
without heeding the warning and was 
therefore forced by the submarine, by 
artillery fire, to halt after an extended 
chase; whereupon she lowered boats 
without further orders. 

“After the German commandant had 
convinced himself that the crew had 
taken to the boats and rowed from the 
ship, he sank the steamer. 

“Third—The British steamer Manches- 
ter Engineer. It*is impossible to estab- 
lish through the investigation up to the 
present whether the attack on thts 
steamer, which, according to the giver 
description, occurred on March 27, fm 
the latitude of Waterford, is attributa- 
ble to a German submarine. The state- 
ment regarding the time and place of 
the incident gives no sufficient basis 
for investigation. It would therefore 
be desirable to have more exact state- 
ments of the place, time and attendan* 
circumstances of the attack reported by 
the American Government, in order that 
the investigation might thereupon te 
brought to a conclusion. 

‘4. The British steamer Eagle Point, 
This steamer in the forenoon'of March 
28, was called upon to halt by a Ger- 
man submarine through signal and 
shot about 100—not 130—sea miles from 
the southwest coast of Ireland, but pro- 
ceeded. She was thereupon fired upon 
until. halted, and, without further or-

JS DEMANDED FOR 
MRS. BATES’ DEATH 


Riffing of St. Louis Woman 
Likely to Curb Reckless Peace 
Officers in Arizona. 


-Dispatch, 
BrRUCHON. Ariz, April’ 13.—The killing 


of Mrs. John Savage Bates, daughter of 
jJulfus Ss. Walsh, of St. Louis by 
Deputy Sheriffs, who fired on her au- 
toumobile, thinking it might contain 
thieves whom they were seeking, will 
probably put an ‘end to “Wild West’’ 
tactics of local officials. 

Petitions for the recall of Sheriff 
Forbes are in circulation, following the 
Sheriff's refusal yesterday to resign his 
office. The demand for his résignation 
was based on the Pates tragedy, and on 
a “stunt” performed by two of his depu- 
ties, a year ago, which cost the lives 
of two Mexicans. 

The two Mexicans were put under the 
“third degree” by the deputies, in the 
effort to make them. tell the where- 
abouts of a third Mexican. 
deputies hanged the Mexicans 
a. tree, inending, they said 
erward, ito let them down a mo 
mént later. Both Mexicans. died. 
Deputy Sheriffs, Moore and _ Ienter, 
were recently sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for 10 years each. 

‘The deputies under arrest for the kill- 
ing of Mrs., Bates are Joe Wiley and 
uom Johns, and city policeman Ramon 
Salazar was arrested with them. All 
are held without bond, and charges of 
. murder have been placed against them. 
Their premilinary hearing will be held 
tomorrow. } 

The two Deputy Sheriffs and the 
policemaf, in an automobile, had gone 
out on the Oracle road, on informa- 
tion that a woman had been robbed 
of jewelry vatued at $2000 in Pas- 
time Park. ° This, resort, which was 
much frequented™before the prohi- 
bition law went into effect, 
the fine country home of Capt. 


' All Three Deputies Fired. 
Capt. Bates and Mrs. Bates were 


driving to their home, late Tuesday 
night, when the car containing the 
deputies and the policeman came up 
behind them. The deputies say they 
shouted an order to stop, but the muf- 
fler of the Bates car was out, and 
Capt. Bates says he heard no such 
command. Then, it is charged, all 
three men began firing. One bullet 
passed the Bates car, another lodged 
in the back of the machine, and the 
third passed through Mrs. Bates’ body. 
She died soon afterward. 

Capt. Bates testified, at the inquest 
yesterday, that when he stopped his 
car the men came forward and asked 
why he had not stopped before being 
fired on. At the same time they 
seized several parcels. which had fall- 
en from Mrs. Bates’ lap when she 
sank unconscious on the seat. These 
packages contained presénts.for Mrs. 
Bates’ little daughter, Ellen, whose 
birthday was the next day. 


Didn't Hear Stop Order 
Capt. Bates said that, aithough he did 


no@ hear the order to-stop, he heard the 
car coming fapidly behind him, and tha+ 
he was slowing up and turning. out to 
let. the car pass, when the shots were 
fired. 

- The Bates house, on the ban«xs‘of the 
Rillito River, cost $24,000. The crest was 
covered with the runs of chickens, 
ducks and turkeys. A convict-built road 
led to the place, and a half;mile away, 
on the other side of the road, was Pas- 
time Park. It is pointed out that, at 
the ‘time of the Shooting, the Bates ma- 
chine was driving toward Pastime Park. 
while the thieves who were being sougi:t 

might natufally have been supposed to 
be* going in the other direction. 

It has developed that -the report of 
n Tobbery at ' Pastime Park, which 
caused the Sheriff's men to take the 
desperate chance of firing on the Bates 
car, Was a false report. A woman was 
_ ordered out of the place by the pro- 
‘prietor, who said she was intoxicated, 
in retaliation, telephoned to 
the Sheriff that she had been robbed. 
The woman has been arrested. \

Sent Policemen to Jail. 

One of Murphy’s first rulings from 
the bench was that policemen must not 
enter his courtroom carrying clubs or 
revolvers. Ten policemen one day 
nored this ruling. Murphy had them 
searched and when revolvers were 
found in their pockets he sent them to 
jail for contempt of court. They were 
forced to remain in jail until they had 
obtained habeas corpus writs from the 
Circuit Court. Then they appealed to 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, which 
overruled Judge Murphy. 

Wherever it was possible for him to 
do so, Murphy thwarted and embar- 
rassed the Police Department. Thomas 
Wright, a negro, who had shot a police- 
man while resisting arrest, was taken 
before him for a prelimfary examina 
tion. 

. Judge Released Negro. 

Without any testimony being heard, 
Murphy released the negro on the state- 
ment of his attorneys that the police- 
man had his club drawn while making 
the arrest. The negro later was _ in- 
dicted, tried in the criminal court and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for two 
years. 

Judge Murphy made another ruling 
which caused much comment. He an- 
nounced that he would nOt hear any 
assault and battery cases, even though 
warrants certifyine that offense had 
been sent to him by the Prosecuting 
Attorney. He insisted that all such 
cases should be tried in the police 
courts, though the Prosecuting Attorney 
insisted that the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection had been established to lighte:) 
the burden of the police courts by 
handling just Buéh tasés®  * 

Judge Murphy freed many persons ac- 
cused by the police of operating hand- 
books and other gambling games. His 
decisions usually were based on techni- 
calities. 


Respects to City Editor. 


In 1896, while the Post-Dispatch was 


under the editorial control of Charles H. 
Jones, the city editor of the paper was 
cited before Murphy on a charge of 
criminal libel. Murphy placed the city 
editor on the stand and paid his re- 
spects to him in language of a kind 
never before heard from the bench in 
St. Louis. He ended his harangue by 
offering to fight a duel with the editor. 
Murphy came to St. Louis in 1858. He 
served in the Civil War as Major in 
the TWenty-sixth Missouri Volunteer In- 
fantry and later as Major in the First 
Missouri Artillery. He is survived by 
his widow, Mary Bainbridge Murphy.

Promoters Say That Fish Home, 
Could Be Erected: and Stocked 
for $80,Q00. 


A plan to use $80,000 of. the mill tax 
money which the city will receive from 
the United Railways Co. for the build- 


ing of a permanent aquarium and fish 
exhibit in Forest Park has been 
launched by -the .St.. Louis- Zoological. 
Society and the St. Louis Aquarium So- 
ciety. 

George E. Dieckman, president of the 
Zoological Society, who several times 
urged that the mill tax suit be com- 
promised, is most active in futhering 
the aquarium project. In this he !s 
being aided by 8. Chichester Lloyd, 5v2 
Commercial .Building, president of the 
local and national aquarium societies. 

$80,000 Would Be Sufficient. 

Lioyd yesterday told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the suggested sum of $80,000 
would be. sufficient to build and stock 
a circular aquarium building 125 feet in 
| diameter and maintain it for one year. 
After that an annual appropriation 
would be needed to pay for its upkeep. 

“Wherever they have been established 
aquariums have been found to be an 
extremely popular public attraction,’ 
said Lioyd. “The New York aquarium 
attracts more persons than any other 
free exhibition in that city. In the 
New York aquarium there are 36,000; 
fish, With the money we are asking for 
we. could build a better and larger 


| buliding than New York has and could 


stock it with about 100,000 fish. 
Plans for the Display. — 

“The larger fish would be shown behind 
glass panels ranged around the walls 
of. the lower floor and there would: be 
an upper tier, or balcony, where the 
gold fish and smaller varieties would be 
shown. It would be possible to show 
living specimens of every known variety 
of edible fish.’’ 

Lloyd said the principal items of ex- 
pense would be a refrigerating plant to 
keep the water cod] in summer and an 
aerating plant to keep it pure in win- 
ter. It would be necessary to hire an 
expert keeper. The custodian of the 
New York aquarium receives a salary 
of $5000 a year. 

A movement is now under way to 
erect'a public aquarium in Chicago, and 
the site already has been selected.

: BRITISH NOTE ON 
SEARCHING OF SrlP5 
NOT SATISFACTORY 


S. to Make Further Protest 
Against Removal of Men 
From U. S. Steamer. 


U. 


WASHINGTON, April 13—The State 
Depratment does not regard as satis- 
factory the British note made public 
yesterday in reply to the American pro- 
test against the seizure of 38 Austrians, 
Germans and Turks from the Ameri- 


ean steamer China, near Shanghai. 
Secretary Lansing is preparing a fur- 
ther protest to England. 

Secretary Lansing is of the opinion 
that there is no precedent which 
would uphold Great Britain’s attempt 
to justify the seizures on the ground 
that the men had engaged in plots in 
the Far East and were on their way 
to Manila to continue their efforts 
against the allies. 


is that subjects of a belligerent govern- 
ment may not be removed from an 
American vessel on the high seas, even 
though they properly may be consid- 
ered military persons, but not actually 
members of the armed forces. 

The British note follows the line pre- 
viously indicated and contends that the 
seizure ts justified on the ground that 
the prisoners had been engaged in 
plots against the allies in the East 
and were attempting to return home 
to take up arms. 

It contends that they were not clothed 
with the immunity which would attach 
to enemy subjects who merely were 
traveling. Great Britain alleged that 
the prisoners were ‘‘engaged for some 
time past in the collection and trans- 
mission of arms and ammunition both 
for clandestine transmission to India 
and, if possible, for the arming of a 
ship to play the part of a far Eastere 
Moewe,”® and were bound for Manila to 
continue their work, having been ex- 
posed to the British authorities at 
Shanghai. 

The neutrality of the United States 
would have been compromised, the note 
contends, had the prisoners performed 
the acts they had in contemplation. 
Their acts, it is contended, deprived 
them of protection from the American 
flag, under which they were sailing. The 
British Government argues that the re- 
movals were perfectly justified, and 
trusts that the United States will not 
feel further disposed to contend the 
action. 

Cites London Declaration. 


The note begins by pointing out that 
the latest attempt to define by common 
agreement the limits within which a bel- 
ligerent naval Power may remove enemy 
persons from neutral ships on the high 
seas is represented by article 47 of the 
declaration of London, 1909, which per- 
mitted the arrest of such persons ‘f 
‘fembodied in the armed forces of the 
enemy,” without regard to the destina- 
tion of the ships on which they were 
found traveling. 

“The commentary on article 45 of the 
declaraticn contained in the report of 
the Drafting Committee of the London 
naval conference,’ it says, “‘states that 
on practical, not legal, grounds, it was 
ugreed that the term ‘embodied in the 
armed forces of the enemy’ should be 
considered as not including reservists 
not yet attached to their military anits. 
“At the beginning of the war his 
majesty’s Government adhered to arti- 
cles 45 and 47 of the declaration of on- 
don, as interpreted by the report of the 
Drafting Committee.

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HILOREN STAYING 
N SCHOOL LONGER 
THAN DECADE AGO 


Fifty Per Cent More Finish 
Eighth Grade, Education 
Board’s Report Shows. 


The sixty-first annual report of the 
Board of Education for the year 1914-15, 
issued in book form today, shows that 
nearly 50 per cent more pupils are stay- 
ing in the public schools through the 
eighth grade, a greater number are at- 
tending the high schools, and a better 
daily attendance of pupils in all schools 
by 10 per cent than was the case 1? 
years ago. 

Forty-seven pupils out of every 
now complete the eighth grade, as con- 
trasted with 14 out of 100 in 1900. 

In commenting upon the growth in at- 
tendance, Supt. Blewett states 
that the compulsory attendance law 
and its efficient administration have 
done much to bring about these better 
conditions. Another important factor 
has been the work of the Department of 
Hygiene, which was instrumental during 
the year in saving pupils a total of 
16,018 days through a system of daily in- 
spection at the schools. 


School Work Improve 
“Also in the schoo! itself—in he newer 


aspects of instruction, in greater em- 
phasis on the things worth while to the 
boy or girl as a boy or girl, and as 4 
man or a woman to be, are to be found 
reasons why the schools of today draw 
and hold pupils better than they did a 
decade ago,’ the report states. 

There were 2431 teachers in the serv- 
ice of the public schools during the 
year. Of this number 267 were men and 
2146. were women. A special table pre- 
pared by Supt. Blewett shows that 8§ 
teachers completed 10 years of service 
in the public schools, 4 teachers 2” 
years, 25 teachers 50 years, nine teach- 
ers 40 years and two teachers 50 years. 
One of tue latter is a principal and the 
other a second assistant in the elemen- 
tary schools. 

That an average of 109 teachers leav» 
the service of the schools each year is 
shown in the report, including the 
withdralaws caused by resignations 
and deaths. A total of 174 teachers 
have been retired for various reasons 
in the last 16 years. All vacancies in 
the grade schools are filled by the ap. 
pointment of graduates of the Harris 
Teachers College, which is maintained 
by the Board of Education exclusively 
for the purpose of furnishing teachers 
for the elementary schools of this city. 
Since the establishment of the College 
in 1906 there has been a total of 818 
graduates, nearly all of whom have se 
cured positions in the schools. 


36,997 Books Rebound. 
A book bindery for the purpose of 


rebinding and renovating old schoo! 
books is maintained by the Board at 
6481 School street. During the year 
6,997 books were rebound, at a total 
cost of $4,014.27, an average expense of 
lv cents for each book. The saving over 
the purchase price of new books 
hamounted to $12,110.02. 

Salaries for th: year were $2,954,586. 35, 
@n increase :f $197,096 over the previous 
year, due largely to the additional] 
number of teachers required for the 
increased enrollment in the day and 
evening schools and the expansion of 
the attendance and hygiene depart- 
ment. Supplies cost $158,846.34 and 
office expenses were $17,316. 23, bring- 
ing the total administration cost, ex- 
clusive of new buildings and mainte- 
nance of buildings, up to $3, 130,748.92. 

There were 99,446 pupils, of which 
49,411 were boys and 50,035 girls.

and Causes of Paresis Are 
Determined. 


PROFESSOR UNDER FIRE 


Laymen Object to Human Vivi- 
section, Especially on Asylum 
Inmates by Scientists. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 13.—Dr. U. 


J. Wile, professor in the medical school 
of the University of Michigan, at the 
Pontiac State Hospital for the Insane, 
bered holes through the skulls of six 
ratients and extracted from each brain 
leit. W with which he inoculated rab- 


bits. When the radbbits became in- 
i fected Dr, Wile said that the presence 
of the splrochaeta pallida in the brains 
of these lunatics had been established 
end the cause of paresis in the pa- 
tients determined. 

Laymen were less impressed by this 
discovery than they were that vivisec- 
tion had been practiced. on human be- 
ings in a State hospital, probably with- 
cut their knowledge. The result is that 
Dr. Wile is being attacked in a broad- 
cast distribution of circulars and nis 
colleagues are rallying to his support. 

Question of Human Vivisection. 

The question of whether or not hu- 
mnan vivisec shall be permitted, «s- 
recially in asylums and hospitals where 
ihe wishes of the patient are not con- 
sulted, has thus been brought striking- 
ty to the public attention. Dr. Wile said: 

“You may quote me as having abso- 
lutely no interest in what the 
may wish to think regarding 
periment.”’ 

Dr. Wile, explaining

One has only to avoid the cerebral and 
miningeal vessels and over the upper 
frontal region, well away from the mid- 
die line, such danger is not encountered, 
nor is any important center disturbed. 
'n all cases thus far examined practical- 
ly no pain has been experienced.” 

At Pontiac Dr. Christian placed the 
usual facilities at the disposal of Dr. 
Wile and provided the patients. These, 
it is said, were hopelessly insane. Con- 
sent of their guardians was neither se- 
cured nor thought necessary. They 
were dying of paresis and the operation 
neither hastened nor retarded the course 
of the disease. The opérations were 
called successful, inasmuch as thev 
proved the contentions of Dr. Wile. 

Physicians and surgeons in general 
have very little to say on the subject, 
but refer interviewers to Dr. Wile. 

“When I am ready to make a report I 
will do so through the medical journals. 
I don’t care to efpear in the public 
press,’’ the professor said. He made no 
denial of the trephining. 

No Danger in Trephining. 

One prominent physician said there 
is no danger in trephining and that :t 
sounds more serious to the layman than 
it really is. It is no more injurious than 
to draw blood from the finger tips, and 
the moment the operation is over the 
patient is up and feels no particular 
effect. 

“By these operations Dr. Wile estab- 
lished the cause of paresis, which hith- 
erto had baffled scientists,” said this 
physician. “No one knows the cause of 
scarlet fever, and I presume will never 
know until we have experimented on a 
child. We should have to be able to 
study the disease as we pleased—in a 
little boy or girl—and possibly we will 
have to allow another child to contract 
the disease from the one under observa- 
tion.’ 

Dr. Rewben Peterson, director of the 
University Hospital, said today that the 
impression which had been circulated 
that experiments were performed pro- 
miscuously on patients who entered the 
hospital was false. 

Consider Patients’ Interests. 

‘The first thing which we always do 
is to consider the best Interests of the 
patient in matters of this sort. The 
custom of vivisection of human beings 
is extraordinary and such operations 
would never be performed unless the 
best interests of the patient were con- 
cerned. The report that we would !n- 
oculate a child with the bacilli of diph- 
theria for the sole purpose of experi- 
mentation is too absurd to be contra- 


dicted.”

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 13.—The Jef- 
ferson day festivities brought to Col- 


umbia today nearly every candidate 


for State office, including six of the 


candidates for Governor, two for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, four for State Auditor, 
three for Attorney-General, three for 
secretary of State, two for State Treas- 
uter, and the numerous candidates for 
the judicial nominations. 

There are sO many candidates that 
the local committee on arrangement has 
allotied the speaking time at the court 
house for each group of candidates. The } 
three candidates for Attorney-Generai, | 
lurnest E. Green and Joe Davis of St. | 
Louis and Frank McAllister of: Paris, 
started the speaking at 10 a. m. 

The entire day will be oceupied by the 
candidates for the different offices. The 
candidates for Governor were sched- 
uied to begin speaking at 1 p.°m., each 
being allotted 20 minutes. 

Atkinson Gaining Strength. 

The candidates are all making a bid 
for the big Democratic vote of Boone 
and adjoining counties. Interest centers 
im the governorship. Some of the po- 
litical leaders of Boone County concede | 
four men a chance to carry the county— 
Frederick D. Gardner of St. Louis, Jonn 
M. Atkinson of Ripley County, John T. 
Barker, now Attorney-General, and Cor- 
nelius Roach, now Secretary of State. 

Visitors to Columbia from the countrv 
districts say the fight will be realiy be- 
tween Gardner and Atkinson. Since At- 
kinson resigned as chairman of the 
Public Service Commission to devote all 
of his time to the governorship race, he 
has developed many elements .. of 
strength. Atkinson is also conceded 
much strength in Calloway County. He 
said today that he was going to make 
law enforcement the principal issue in | 
his campaign and pledge himself that [f 
he should be elected Governor he would 
give the cities a clean administration in 
the Police, Excise and Election Depart- 
ments. 

The candidates for Governor are a re- 
markably optimistic lot. Each candi- 
date is telling the voters just why he 
‘annot fail to win the nomination. Reach 
is thus early issuing tnvitations to his 
inaugural ball at Jefferson City next 
January, and asking editors and country 
leaders to participate in a conference at 
the mansion following his inauguration 
') agree upon the policies of his admin- 
istration. 

Lieutenant-Governor William R.

Barker says during his term as At- 
torney-General he has done favors fur 
influential men in every section of the 
State. and that these have created ‘n 
organization to boostjhim for Governor. 

Gardner is not uerf but be is relying 
upon his land bank ‘bill, with ity prom- 
ise of long time loans at low rates of 
interest, to win the némination for him. 
Hie is also expecting the almost solid 
vote of St. Louis. 

While the cther candidates ara pre- 
senting. their claims for governorship, 
the Rev. A. N. Lindsey of Clinton. who 
nas been in the race for more than a 
-ear, asserts that he has met findivid- 
ually more voters in the State tusn ell 
the other candidates combined, and that 
he will develop surength enoug.2 to win 
tne prize.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The free bridge has been bottled up by the 
“terrible terminal octopus?” This is now the hue 
and cry. The free bridge has not been bottled up 
by the terminal, tut by the city officials them- 
selves. We have simply gotten ourselves into the 
habit of blaming the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion of our ‘own traffic mistakes. What is the 
use, or where is the justice of blaming the ter- 
minal for bottling up the west aproach to the free 
bridge Did the terminal insist upon the city 
building this bridge at this point? Did the ter- 
minal tell the city that they would have to land 
this approach at any certain spot? No; they have 
been very quiet regarding the free bridge because 
they have expert traffic men in their employ who 
understand tariffs, class, commodity and arti- 
trary, and not a bunch of muckraking politicians, 
who have never seen a railroad tariff, and who 
know nothing of railroad or traffic conditions, ex- 
cept what they see from a passenger coach win- 
dow. 

There is only one way to beat the other fellow 
at his own game and that way is to know just 
as much or more abéut the game than the other 
fellow. What the city of St. Louis needs more 
than anything else is a traffic commissioner to 
look after the interests of the industries therein, 
and to cooperate with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in preventing discrimination against 
St. Louts business in favor of othe: points. The 
industries of the city pay high taxes and are en- 
titled to this protection by the city. Even the 
wise business men of this city refuse to protect 
themselves by employing efficient traffic men in 
charge of traffic departments, and when they are 
overcharged they call the railroads robbers and 
thieves, when they themselves are to blame be- 
cause they refuse to protect their own interests. 
They refuse to listen to traffic men in other cases, 
where these traffic men have made this matter a 
life study and when they are Lurnt they blame the 
railroad companies. 

Let us have a traffic commissioner of the city 
of St. Louis to settle traffic controversies in an 
executive and sensible manner.

THE UNITED RAILWAYS PROBLEM. © 

This is not a time for counsel of fresh hostili- 
ties, delays and litigation on the part of the men 
in control of the United Railways. It will lead 
to renewed costly war and ultimate destruction 
of the property. 

It is time for constructive planning. The 
to go into « session of sober, thoughtful, wise 
discussion of the best means to allay public hos- 
tility and win the city’s friendly co-operation 
on a basis which will give a fair return to the 
corporation for adequate service on a fair and 
sound investment basis, with assurance of com- 
pensating advantages to the city. 

The day of speculation and spoliation in public 
utilities is over. The United Railways is beaten. 
It is no longer master of the city. It Is the 
servant of the city. It is in the power of the city. 
The city can confiscate its profits. In order to 
survive it must make with the city a fair settle- 
ment, which will assure substantial benefits to 
both. 

The owners of the corporation must give up 
any idea of reaping a speculative profit on their 
holdings. They will never do it. The city has 
the power to prevent speculative profits; the 
-people of the city are determined that the cor- 
poration shall not make speculative profits; shall 
not make good on millions of paper values, with 
which it has been overloaded by the bandits who 
first despoiled the city of franchises and then 
robbed the investing public through blue-sky 
securities. This capitalization is a red rag to 
the people, who see fn it a just cause for hostil- 
ity and for suspicion that the people will be 
squeezed and the service skimped to realize on it 

A large part of the capitalization is worthless 
and always will be worthless. It does not earn 
dividends now and never will earn dividends. A 
considerable percentage should be cut out and 
thrown into the waste basket, where it belongs. 

It may not be possible to reorganize the cor- 
poration on the basis of reduced capitalization 
without a receivership, which may become neces- 


sary in time. But the end might be gained through f 


a settlement and agreement with the city. 

The Post-Dispatch submits this suggestion as 
a possible means of solving all problems. Let a 
fair valuation of the property be fixed by ap- 
praisers or otherwise. Then an agreement 
might be entered into between the city and the] 
corporation by which, after all expenses of op- 
eration and maintenance are provided for, the 
city will have the right to take over the property 
within a reasonable period, or at any time, at the 
fixed valuation. Until the city exercises this 
right, the corporation will take so much of its 
earnings as will pay a fair return on its agreed 
valuation—its MNxed charges and a limited divi- 
dend; the surplus to be turned into the city treas- 
ury or into a fund for improvements and exten- 
sions as they may be required. The surplus fund 
may be used for the building of a subway or other 
means of rapid transit. It may be used to re- 
duce fares or otherwise to benefit the public. 

The city has the upper hand in power, but !t 
might better make some concession to the cor- 
poration in the way of prolonged franchises on 
these terms and come into friendly co-operation 
with it on a basis of substantial benefits, instead 
of continuing hostilities without benefits and 
with increasing hardships on the public. An ar- 
rangement of this kind would not only solve the 
problem of dealing with the corporation now, but 
would solve the problem of transportation in the 
future. It would give the city immediate control 
of the transportation situation. 

The owners of the corporation would lose some 
already blasted hopes and gain a sound, paying 
investment, with a certainty of realizing the 
actual value of the property. 

This is a mere suggestion, ah idea, the details 
of which would have to be worked out. If any 
settlement is ever to be reached between the city 
and the United Railways, {it will have to be on a 
basis of this kind. It must be constructive, just 
and beneficial.

GERMANY’S CONFESSION. 

Germany’s reply in the case of the Sussex is a 
confession of crime with an effort to avoid the 
specific criminal act charged in the indictment. 
It admits the presence of a submarine in the 
neighborhood of the Sussex attack and the sink- 
ing of a vessel without warning in the manner in 
which the Sussex was sunk. Although the names 
of the Englishman, the Eagle Point,- the Man- 
chester and the Berwynde were known to the sub- 
marine commanders who sunk them, this vessel 
near the Sussex disaster is unknown. The sub- 
marine commander did not take the trouble to 
ascertain the name, character or cargo of the ship, 
by his own statement, and attacked it without 
warning. 

Germany admits the sinking of other ships, but 
offers .excuses—they tried to escape and oppor- 
tunity was given to enable the persons on board 
to take to the boats, etc., etc. 

Putting specific questions regarding specific 
cases aside, what of the larger issue which em- 
braces all of them—the pledges of Germany to re- 
spect interrational law and American rights in 
her submarines, coupled with apologies for pre- 
vious violations. The many attacks and their 
attending circumstances offer overwhelming evi- 
dence that Germany is carrying out a policy. of 
wholesale attack, running amuck regardless of 
law, rights, humanity and pledges to observe them. 

In the face of this evidence of Germany’s con- 
tempt for American rights, American protests and 
her own assurances, what can a self-respecting na- 
tion do? Notes are futile and humiliating. Action 
is imperative. 
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A POET FOR THE WAE OFFICE! 
The American people like to see their men of let- 
ters honored, but why should Meredith Nicholson 
be proposed for Assistant Secretary of War? One 


of the books written by this member of the Indi- 


gna school of poets and novelists was called “The 
Siege of the Seven Suitors.” It cannot, however, 
be said to show any such grasp of military prob- 
lems as might qualify him for a War Office head 
at a time of special national defense effort. In- 
deed, if he might be conceded to have claims on 
any post in our national preparedness organiza- 
tion, his “Port of Missing Men” would seem to sug- 
gest a post in the Navy Department rather than in 
the War Department. 

While civilians are not to be excluded from 
War Office places, Mr. Nicholson lacks Secretary 
Baker’s long experience in politics and the han- 
dling of public affairs. A suspicion of particular 
usefulness in the secret service is conveyed by his 
“House of a Thousand Candles,” though a pro- 
posal to give him a good place in the Commerce 
Department ought to command the enthusiastic 
support of the parafin interests of the country.

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MRE. BRYAN ON THE PRESIDENT. 


It may be that Mr. Bryan, who.is bitterly op- 
posed in his candidacy for convention delegate, is 
speaking two words for himself to one for Mr. 
Wilson in his signed Commoner editorial indors- 
ing the President. What he says, however, is not 
weakened by qualification. It seems a generous, 
whole-hearted pledge of support to his former 
chief. 

Speaking of the administration record, he says: 
“It is a record of achievement with nothing to 
compare with it in the number and importance of 
the reforms accomplished. Let every Democrat 
get ready for the campaign and go to work.” 

Just what he means by his reference to the pre- 
paredness program and to differences that will 'e 
“compromised,” the convention itself will dis- 
close. What differences are there to compromise 
except those Mr. Bryan has promoted? He says 


nothing to dissipate the impression that he is plan- 


ning a convention fight on the sort of platform 
that the convention ought to adopt and that Mr. 
Wilson’s party as a whole expects it to adopt. 
Mr. Bryan’s promise of support is not more im- 
portant than a platform on which Mr. Wilson can 
logically run. 

At any rate Mr. Wilson has an assurance of 
party harmony behind him which nothing in ex- 
isting conditions seems to vouchsafe to the Re- 
publican nominee. The dissensions with which 
the G. O. P. is rent before its convention will very 
likely be translated into recriminations to tear it 
afterward. There will be revolt if Mr. Roosevelt 
is nominated and trouble all the tire if he fs not 
nominated. 

The common bond of an intense desire to beat 
Wilson promises negative rather than affirmative 
action and, anyway, is a rather slight tie to unite 
all the big and little factions in that organiza- 


tion.

NEW YORK, April 13.~The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review

“In discussing today's break of 2 to 5 
points on the Stock Exchange it is nec- 
essary first to keep in mind that the 
market had already drifted into a posi- 
tion such as is unusually, at times like 
these, the prelude to a movement abrupt 
and violent enough to end the deadlock.

The Wall street version 
of the Mexican incident exaggerated 
considerably its actual meaning; vet the 
awkwardness of the clash between our 
soldires and tie Mexican citizens, 2aspe- 
cially when our own troops appearcd 
to have made the incident possible 
through a blunder of their commander, 
Was apparent. Of the later and some- 
what more reassuring details as to the 
attitude of the Mexican = authorities 
themselves, Wall street seemed to be 
very imperfectly inforrred, but the mar- 
ket was in a mood in which bad news 
appealed to it.

PEKIN, .April 13.—Dr. Nagao Ari- 
ga, the Japanese constitutional ad- 
viser to the Chinese Government, Is 


virtually a man without a country. 
Since Dr. Ariga addressed Yuan 
Shi-Kai-as “Your Majesty” in a docu- 
ment widely printed in the Chinese 
press supporting the monarchial 
movement, Dr. Ariga has been ostra- 
cized by his fellow-countrymen re- 
siding in China, and mercilessly 


attacked by the presse in Japan. This 
action of Dr. Ariga, at a time when 
his country was opposing the Chinese 
monarchy, has been regarded as lit- 


tle short of treason by hf fellow- 
countrymen. He was forced to resign 
from the: Japanese Club in Peking. 
It has been frequently suggested to 
him through the press that he should 
surrender his Japanese citizenship 
and become a Chinese subject. 

Dr. Ariga is one of the favorite ad- 
visers of Yuan Shi-Kal, and tn both 
China and Japan he is regarded as 
the foremost authority on constitu- 
tional law in the Orient. He is as- 
sisting with the new Chinese Con-
